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FOR FIRM STAND 
QVER OBJECTION 
FROM FRANCE 


Warns Council Against. 
Being Influenced by 
Russian Peace Hints 
Possibly Aimed at 
Disrupting Meeting. 


BANGKOK, March 28 (AP)— 
United States Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk pressed over French 
objections today for a strong 
declaration telling Russia that 
the Southeast Asia Treaty Organ- 
ization is ready to fight if the 
Soviets do not choose a peace- 
ful course in Laos. 

Rusk told the seven other for- 
eign ministers of the SEATO na- 
tions at a session this afternoon 
that President Kennedy and he 
continue hopeful that the Soviet 
Union will agree to a cease-fire 
in the war-divided little Indo- 
chinese kingdom. 

But he urged the SEATO coun- 
cil to make clear to Moscow that 
the anti-Communist alliance is 
ready to intervene with arms to 
‘ prevent Laos from falling to pro- 
Communist rebels bolstered by 
Soviet-supplied arms. 

French Foreign Minister Mau- 
rice Couve de Murville was re- 
ported to have replied that such 
a blunt statement would hurt the 
chances of a négotiated truce by 
making the Russians lose face if 
they agreed to negotiate. 

Veto Not Intended. 


A source close to the French 
delegation indicated, however, 
that Couve de Murville had no 
intention of vetoing the confer- 
ence resolution, which must 
have the unanimous consent of 
the eight ministers. 

With the ministers meeting be- 
hind closed doors for the second 
day, Rusk was reported to have 
told them that there has been 
no information on any Soviet 
moves to end the hostilities, 

He was reported to have said 
an official Russian response to 
British proposals for a cease- 
fire could not be expected before 
the SEATO nations end their 
meeting tomorrow. 

Rusk declared tonight he is 
confident “‘a strong, unanimous”’ 
resolution on Laos will be ap- 
proved by the ministers. Asked 
about France’s objections, he 
replied: . 

“It will all come out in the 
wash tomorrow.” 


Rusk to Visit Nehru. 


Rusk will fly to New Delhi 
Thursday to confer with Indian 
prime minister Nehru. 

Roger Tubby, assistant secre- 
tary of state for information, 
said the two leaders probably 
would review “‘Communist ag- 
gression, subversion and terror- 
ism in Laos and Viet Nam.” 

He said that Rusk and Nehru 
“very possibly . . . will review 
the situation in The Congo as

ANSWER ON CEASE-FIRE 


Tells Gromyko Truce Must Precede Talks 
—Both Express Hope for Peaceful 
Laos Solution. 


WASHINGTON, March 2 
(AP)—President Kennedy today 
looked for a speedy answer from 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev on 


whether Russia will agree to a 
cease-fire in Laos. 


In an hour’s meeting with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko yesterday, Mr. Ken- 
nedy was reported to have 
stressed that a truce must come 
ahead of proposed diplomatic 
talks and the sooner Moscow 
gives its reply the better. 


Gromyko in turn was said to 
have indicated Khrushchev will 
respond in a few days, and to 
have asked that the United 
States “avoid any precipitous 
action on the Laos crisis. 

United States strategists saw 
a good omen in Gromyko’s re- 
quest. They believed this might 
indicate Moscow was genuinely 
interested in a peaceful solution, 
and fearful of a spread in the 
fighting. 

Gromyko was described as 
showing a serious concern over 
the situation, more so than when 


he talked to Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk here 10 days ago. 

Mr. Kennedy briefed Demo- 
cratic congressional leaders this 
morning on his meetings with 
| British Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan and Gromyko. 


| Speaker Sam Rayburn told re- 
porters after the meeting: 

“About all we can say is that 
the President and all of us look 
on the situation (in Laos) as 
hopefully as possible under the 
circumstances. Whether the situ- 
ation is good or bad is another 
matter. 

“We are very hopeful that a 
solution will come about that 
will be satisfactory to us and 
those who work with us in our 
affairs.”’ 

Rayburn’s comment was in- 
dorsed by Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield. 

Asked if he got the impres- 
sion the Communist price for a 
cease-fire in Laos would be a 
stiff one, Mansfield said, ‘“That 
matter was not discussed.”

Mayor Says Opponents 
Are ‘in Wild Scram- 
ble for Votes at Any 
Cost.’

LIMA, March 28—The United 
States has spent $2,000,000 on a 
Peruvian road that was poorly 
planned, poorly executed, goes 
|to the wrong place and possibly 
never will be completed. 

This is one of the projects 
criticized by the House Subcom- 
mittee on Government Opera- 
tions headed by Porter Hardy 
Jr. (Dem.), Virginia, which is 
investigating the foreign aid pro- 
gram in Peru. 

The lll-mile road was sup- 
posed to go from Macusani to 
San Gaban, east of the Andes, 
to help migration of Indians 
from the high plateau country 
to more fertile lowlands and to 
provide a means of marketing 
their crops from there. Con- 
struction began in 1956 with a 
$2,000,000 United States loan. 

Halted for Lack of Funds. 

Only 33 miles had been com- 
pleted when construction was 
halted for lack of funds in Janvu- 
ary 1958, the Peruvian Bureau of 
Public Roads told the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday. At that time 
another 22-mile section had been 
70 per cent completed. 

The remaining 56 miles have 
not been started. The bureau 
said this will require an addi- 
tional $3,800,000. 


separate segments and virtually 
unusable. 

Asked about its plans for the 
future, the highway bureau said

tends to continue construction as 
soon as possible, using “credit 
from foreign institutions.” This 
was believed to refer to a $53,- 
000,000 credit by the 
Export-Import and the De- 
velopmént Loan Fund. 

Value of Project Disputed. 

Other sources inside the Peru- 
vian agency, however, said the 
project had been abandoned for 
good because soil in the area to 
be opened for colonization had 
been found to be unsuitable for 
farming. 

Some responsible Peruvians 
wanted the coad to go not to the 
San Gaban area, but to Tam- 
bopata, a region farther south 
where Indians frequently mi- 
grated in past famines. The road 
should follow an existing route, 
it was argued. 

John R. Neale, foreign aid di- 
rector for Peru until he retired 
under fire in 1958, says he sup- 
ported the San Gaban route, 
however, because the other route 
would have been far more ex- 
pensive and would have been 
close to the Bolivian border, He 
contends it would have invited 
immigration into Peru by Bo- 
livians instead of helping solve 
Peru’s problems. 

Denies Making Decision. 


The decision on the route was 
based on aerial surveys by Neale 
and Peruvian officials. Neale 
says a Peruvian committee 
made the final decision, but 
Peruvian sources say he made 


Neale blames insufficient funds 
for failure of the project. He 
says Peru asked for $4,000,000 
and he supported the request. 
The project was allocated only 
$2,000,000 out of a special $25,- 
000,000 development fund. 

Neale says his superiors in the 
International Co-operation Ad- 
ministration gave him a ‘“‘tenta- 
tive promise” that the other $2,- 
000,000 would be provided when 
needed. Peru now says it needs 
$3,800,0000 more to finish the job. 

ICA approved all purchases in 
advance and afterward audited 
all expenditures on the highway 
project, Neale says. Another 
source still in the ICA mission 
says large sums were wasted 
because of inadequate supervi- 
sion in the field.

The crowd called for United 
States Ambassador E. Burke 
Elbrick to appear but the blinds 
were down, the doors locked and 
there was silence in the em- 
bassy. 

The mob shouted for the 
United States to “quit the 
Azores,”’ where the United States 
uses NATO bases. 

A group of children carried a 
banner with a pole topped by a 
donkey’s head. The banner said, 
“Mr. Stevenson, that’s you.” 

United States Ambassador 
Adiai Stevenson voted in the 
United Nations Security Council 
recently for an unsuccessful res- 
olution to investigate charges 
that Portugal is violating human 
rights in Angola in southwest 
Africa.

WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP) 
—Presidemt Kennedy asked Con- 
gress today for a $125,670,000 in- 
crease in the civilian space 
budget for the next fiscal year 
and $30,100,000 for the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

The White House said the pro- 
posals had already been figured 


into the budget as revised by 
Mr. Kennedy and would not af- 
fect the current figures for over- 
all government spending or the 
prospective deficit for the year 
starting July 1. 


The 11.3 per cent increase in 
funds for the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
Speed up by about a year the 
program for the huge Saturn 
C-2 launch vehicle system which 
could move the United States 
ahead of Russia in satellite 
weight-launching capability. 

The program would accelerate 
by several months the develop- 
ment of the Centaur high-energy 
vehicle. 

It represents a pullback, how- 
ever, from the accelerated pro- 
grams of the Eisenhower Admin- 


satellite system and for the Apol- 
lo manned spacecraft planned as 
a sequel to the current Mercury 
program. 

James E. Webb, NASA ad- 
ministrator, said the new ad- 
ministration has decided to take 
a “good hard look at the pro- 
gram for development of a com. 
mercial communications satel- 
lite, before making any commit- 
ment.” 

Similarly, NASA has decided 
not to go forward with the letting 
of contracts for an Apollo vehicle 
until additional studies have been 
completed.

increase of nearly two billion dol- 
lars in the nation’s defense pro- 
gram because, he said, the 
United States must continue to 
ihave “the ability to survive a 
first blow and respond with 
devastating power."’ Most of the 
program is designed to step up 
the Polaris missile submarine 
and Minuteman missile projects. 


Mr. Kennedy's message called 
for a net increase in new appro- 
priations of $1,954,000,000 for 
fiscal year 1962, and for an in- 
crease in expenditures of $650,- 
000,000. Additional expenditures 
| of $238,600,000 are to be incurred 
in the current fiscal year because 

of a step-up in the procurement 
of Polaris submarines and mis- 
siles, air transport and intercon- 
_tinental ballistic missiles. 


Mr. Kennedy said his requests 
stemmed from the United States 
defense posture reappraisal he 
requested Secretary of Defense 
Robert S, McNamara to make 
last January. The President said 
that although the review is many 
months short of completion, “cir- 
cumstances do not permit a post- 
ponement of all further action.” 

Changes in Financing. 

The shifts in the Pentagon 
budget recommended by Mr. 
Kennedy would produce these 
changes in financing: 

The total of new obligational 
authority (authorizing the serv- 
ices to order equipment to be 
paid for in the next and subse- 
quent years) would go up to 
$1,954,000,000—from the $41,840,- 
000,000 proposed in the Eisen- 
hower budget to $43,794,000,000. 

Spending — actual money to 
pay defense bills—would go up 
about $890,000,000, of which the 
$650,000,000 would be during fis- 
cal 1962. The Eisenhower spend- 
ing proposal was $42,900,000,000, 
Mr. Kennedy's was $43,800,000,-

surplus foods to Missouri's needy 
persons cleared the Legislature 
yesterday. 


Under an emergency clause, 


the measure will take effect as 
soon as Gov. 
signs it. 


However, the bill enacted yes- | 
terday is only enabling legisla- , 


tion and cannot-be put in opera- 
tion until the General Assembly 
appropriates funds to pay the | 
state’s share of food distribu- | 
tion expenses in St. Louis and | 


other counties participating in 


the surplus food program. 
Extended to Two Years. 


Action on the enabling legis- | 
lation was completed when the | 
Senate approved a House amend- | 
ment to the bill and then re- 
passed the measure by a vote) 
of 30 to 0. The House amend- 
ment extended the life of the act | 
for two years. As _ originally | 
passed by the Senate, the state | 
aid for surplus food distribution | 
would have expired one year | 
after the effective date of the 
act. 

The bill authorizes the state to | 
pay 50 per cent of the cost of 
storing and distributing surplus 
commodities made available by 
the Federal Government to local 
governments setting up such 
programs. ‘The participating | 
local governments would pay | 
the other 50 per cent of the ex- 
penses. 

It is estimated that about 238,- 
000 needy persons, most of them 
on the state welfare rolls, would 
be eligible to receive surplus | 
foods in Missouri. The state's 
costs would be $483,700, provided | 
that St. Louis and each of the! 
state’s 114 counties participated. | 
Many rural counties are not | 
planning to set up such pro-'| 
grams. 

Long Term Loan Bills. 


A bill authorizing establish-| 
ment of privately controlled de- 
velopment finance corporations | 
to provide long-term loans to 
help promote industrial expan- | 


sion in Missouri was passed to-’ 


day by the Senate, 32 to 1, and 
sent to the House. 

The new lending agencies are 
designed to provide a secondary 
line of credit to new industries 
in Missouri when such firms are 
unable to obtain conventional 
loans.

This figure includes 
the added cost of a salary in- 
crease for all officers and an 
expected increase in the number 
of policemen, he explained. 

Pending in the Legislature are 
bills to grant a 16 per cent pay 
increase to many policemen, and 
to authorize the board to hire 


150 more patrolmen and to cre- | 


ate 42 more posts of sergeant 
and higher ranks.

The pay increase and addi- 
tional personnel, if approved by 
the Legislature, will add $1,838,- 
790 to the department's salary 
costs, Priest said.

120 COLLEGE BOYS 
ARE ARRESTED IN

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fia., 
March 28 (AP)—Police booked 
more college boys today as city 
officials pondered how to head 
off more mob revelry by thou- 
sands of student vacationists.

In a report to the American

“another Korea” cannot convey 
the extraordinary difficulties of 
any Western military operation 
in a landlocked country of jungle 
and mountains. 


Laos shares nearly 1000 miles 
of uncontrolled and for the 
most part unmarked border with 
Red China and Communist North 
Viet Nam. The authority of the 
central government in Vientiane 
has never really been established 
in the northern provinces and, 
for that matter, stability outside 
ti.e garrison cities has been ir- 
regular and uncertain. Laos is 
in short a humpty-dumpty coun- 
try pushed up on the wall by 
first one side and then the other. 


But the President did not hes- 
itate over the need to use a force 
if it should come to that. A care- 
fully phased program was worked 
out, including in the later stages 
air drops by American troops 
with the goal of holding the val- 
ley of the Mekong river and 
Vientiane and perhaps also the 
royal capital of Luang Prabang. 

This involved the grave risk 
of encouraging a sizable incur- 
sion of Communist Viet Minh 
across the unmarked and un- 
defended border. These guerril- 
la forces, living on a few hand- 
fuls of rice a day, can move 
through jungle country impene- 
trable to Western troops. Big 
talk in the Pentagon about 
shutting off the mountain passes 
by air attack shows how little 
this kind of warfare is under- 
stood. 


WHAT THE President did in 
co-operation with the British was 
to agree to the 14-nation ‘confer- 
ence originally proposed by 
Prince Norodom Sinhanouk of 
Cambodia, which the Soviets had 
demanded as a prerequisite to 
ending the conflict in Laos, It 
is idle to pretend that this is not 
a tiew position, since, only 10 
days ago, most officials were 
saying in private that such an

take over. Even with the pre- 
condition of a cease fire, to be 
supervised by the international 
control commission, it raises 
some serious doubts about the 
future of an independent Laos.

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Decisiveness on Laos 


Events of the last few days, capped by the 
White House meeting between President 
Kennedy and Soviet Foreign Minister Gro- 
myko, have increased hopes for a peaceful 
settlement in Laos. Though such an outcome 
is by no. means assured, the United States has 
acquitted itself well in efforts to bring it 
about. The crisis has been handled with tact 
and firmness. 


The development of the United States po- 
sition is interesting. As the Communist-led 
rebels continued to make gains in Laos, Mr. 
Kennedy met Monday and Tuesday a week 
ago with his military and diplomatic advisers, 
and conferred by telephone with British 
Prime Minister Macmillan and French Presi- 
dent DeGaulle. He apparently determined 
upon the national course late Tuesday. 
Wednesday there were inspired reports of 
American military movements in the Far 
East. 

> ° > 

The same day, Mr. Macmillan sent a new 
note to Moscow proposing a British-Soviet ap- 
peal for a. cease-fire, revival of the Interna- 
tional Control Commission and convening of 
a conference to negotiate a political settle- 
ment. Also that day, Mr. Kennedy told 
congressional leaders of both parties of his 
decisions. On Thursday he briefed ambassa- 
dors of the North Atlantic alliance and, using 
the medium of the press conference, ex- 
plained the situation to the country. He 
made it crystal clear that regardless of past 
policy the United States supports neutrality 
for Laos. He also indicated, without saying 
so, that the United States would fight if 
need be in pursuit of that goal. 


Leaders of both parties, including President 
Eisenhower, approved the President’s stand; 
so did many world leaders, including Prime 
Minister Nehru of India and Prince Souvanna 
Phouma of Laos, the former neutralist pre- 
mier. Over the weekend Mr. Kennedy fur- 
ther dramatized the situation by flying to 
Florida to confer with Mr. Macmillan, while 
in Bangkok Secretary of State Rusk put the 
United States resolve before:the foreign 
ministers of the Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization. 

. . oJ 

Thus in the space of a week the United 
States formulated a sound position and, with 
deliberate speed, brought its allies abroad as 
well as political elements at home into con- 
formity with official policy. This is the sort 
of decisiveness the Russians can understand, 
and it doubtless played a part in the publi- 
cation of a conciliatory article in Pravda just 
before the Kennedy-Gromyko conference. It 
also enabled Mr. Kennedy to address Mr. 
Gromyko on Monday with authority that 
would have been lacking had not such a care- 
ful effort been made to marshal support. 


The President took pains to avoid any hint 
that the United States might consider a “go- 
it-alone” military adventure in Laos. He 
would find it extremely difficult to lead the 
country into such a rash involvement, in fact, 
even if he wanted to. He is of course gam- 
bling on the theory the Communists will come 
around. The risk is unavoidable but lessened 
because the free world is united. 


The official Soviet reaction is not yet 
known, but unquestionably the Russians will 
have to co-ordinate their views with those of 
the Chinese Communists and the Communists 
in North Viet Nam. There could well be a 
conflict here. Even if the Communists should 
agree to a truce and a conference, the trouble 
would not be over. The Pravda article, while 
welcoming a solution at the conference table 
rather than on the battlefield, also warned 
against possible SEATO interference and de- 
manded that United States military advisers 
leave Laos, , 

One theory for the increased Communist 
activity in Laos in recent weeks is that Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev wants to test the compe- 
tence and determination of the new Admin- 
istration. If that is so, he has his answer. 
Western prestige is now unequivocally at 
stake in Laos. The Western proposal is fair: 
Mr. Khrushchev had better accept it. 


Republican Hallucination 


We read the oddest things! Maybe this is 
idle curiosity, or maybe it is a form of self- 
punishment. But it does bring some queer 
information. Thus in looking over a yellow 
political throw-away, we discovered that some 
Republicans are under the impression that 
this is not 1961, but 1927. They seem to be- 
lieve that their candidate for Mayor is an 
erstwhile young and popular aviator, affec- 
tionately known to the world as “Lindy,” who 
crossed the Atlantic in his plane, The Spirit 
of St. Louis. Apparently they hope that this 
will carry him into City Hall. For their infor- 
mation, they actually nominated a Mr. Linden- 
busch who specializes in automobiles. And 


cars are not even supposed to get off the 


ground. 


A Neglected Air Safety Aid 


Just as it took one airliner disaster to prove 
the worth of airborne storm: warning radar 
in 1959, so it has taken the New York City 
midair collision of last December to show the 
value of distance measuring equipment for 
airlines. As Najeeb E. Halaby, chief of the 
Federal Aviation Agency, told a meeting of 
airline officials, private pilots and makers of 
DME equipment: “It is a great reflection on 
all of us that we have had this technological 
ability available but have not progressed 
with it.” 

Planes which carry DME or a similar type 
of navigational equipment know at all times 
the distance and, bearing from any of the 259 
ground stations with reciprocal equipment. 
Several major airlines have orders in or are 
installing such devices. Had the DC-8 which 
collided over New York City with the Super 
Constellation carried DME, the chances are 
that the DC-8 would not have been 11 miles 
off course as it was at the time of the accident. 

In the light of this disaster and the now 
recognized worth of DME, might not Mr. Hal- 
aby have done more than tell plane operators 
to lose no time in acquiring it? Spokesmen 
for the Air Transport Association say it has a 
timetable calling for DME on all jets by Janu- 
ary, 1963, on all turboprops by July, 1963, 
and on other airliners by January, 1965. 

If, as reported by ATA, the airlines would 
welcome an order for installation of DME 
because it would require other plane owners 
to acquire it, why doesn’t Mr. Halaby issue 
the order? The ATA dates are a long way 
off. After a Viscount airliner with an inoper- 
ative storm radar distintegrated in turbu-

lence near Baltimore in May, 1959, the FAA 
ordered storm radar on airliners and stipu- 
lated it must be operative if the plane is to fly. 

Since experts have agreed that airliners are 
10 years ahead of air traffic control, and that 
it will be several years more before the neces- 
sary federal airways navigational apparatus 
can be made and installed, any steps that can 
be taken to make individual airliners and 
planes safer are urgent.

Broadway and “The Road”’ 


The current artistic poverty of the New 
York stage may pass. But a Broadway 
renaissance might be more likely if Broad- 
way and the rest of the nation were on more 
intimate terms. 

So the Ford Foundatién is to be congratu- 
lated on providing $244,000 for a four-year 
effort to bring the two a little closer. The 
most important purpose of this project is an 
exchange of stage people — the people of 
Broadway, off-Broadway, drama schools, sum- 
mer stock and theatrical groups everywhere. 


Thus it is hoped to overcome provincialism 


and isolation, and to develop professional 
talent. There should be more good acting if 
there are more good actors. 

Much of Broadway’s trouble is economic..- 
It is our most unbusinesslike institution—so 
unbusinesslike, in fact, that it is in danger of 
putting itself out of business. No doubt that 
is Broadway’s business. But it always has 
been something of a mystery that the Ameri- 
can theater should be concentrated in one 
city and that all the rest of this vast country 
should be just the dreary “road.” Perhaps 
the Ford grant will change this somewhat. If 
so, it will be a boon to all, including the 
New Yorkers. | 


A Spokesman for Consumers 


The Office of Consumer. Counsél which 
President Kennedy is planning to set up in 
the White House is an experiment the value 
of which will have to be learned in practical 
application. But it could be of decided serv- 
ice, and it is a good sign of the Administra- 
tion’s consumer-consciousness. Mrs. Persia 
Campbell, whom the President has in mind 
for the post, is.exceptionally well equipped 
for it; a professor of economics at Queensboro 
Community College in New York, she was 
consumer adviser to Averell Harriman when 
he was Governor of New York. 

Perhaps the greatest service such an office 
could perform would be to press the consumer 
viewpoint in measures being considered by 
the President and the heads of executive de- 
partments. It might also be of good service 
in representing the interests of consumers by 
giving them a focus of leadership in such 
matters as selective price-cutting in milk, 
enabling them to obtain some relief through 
their own efforts pending action by slower- 
moving Government departments and agen- 
cies.

The Largest School District 


It Is the Newest and Largest State, Says Alaska’s Assistant Commissioner of Education

Alaska, the largest state, also has 
the largest school district—as well as 
twenty-nine smaller city and village 
districts. District One is so large it 
spans four time zones and includes 116 
schools, with enrollment ranging from 
eight to 2300 students. 

If you can envision a map of Alaska 
superimposed on a map of the “south 
forty-eight,” you may be better able to 
realize Number One’s size and its 
problems.

Explaining the tremendous size of 
District One still does not tell the whole 
story. If schools in this district were 


in the “south forty-eight,” a school of- 
ficial could visit them by automobile, 
traveling on high-speed, paved high- 
ways. Supplies and equipment could 
be delivered by truck or train in a 
fairly short time. In Alaska, only a 
relatively few schools are connected by 
highways, fewer still are on a railroad. 


Supplies and equipment for the school 
at Bettles, for instance, must be or- 
dered in Seattle by Feb. 1 for the next 
school year. They go by the one ocean 
freight line to the mouth of the Yukon 
where they are transferred to a river 
boat for a trip of several hundred 
miles. Then the supplies are put on 
river barge on the Koyukuk, but de- 
parture of the barge depends upon 
the time of the breakup of the ice and 
the level of water in the Koyukuk. 


On the final short leg of the journey, 
the supplies go to the school overland 
by jeep or dog sled. 

In some instances, the freight charges 
are many times the original cost of the 
supplies. Anaktuvuk Pass, which on 
our superimposed map is located at 
Bismarck, N.D., depends. upon stove 
oil to heat the schoolrooms and the 
teacherage. The small plane landing 
strip permits delivery of only two or

Last year the 
birthplaces of our teachers represented 
each of the fifty states, plus twelve for- 
eign countries. A surprising number of 
young teachers come to Alaska with 
the idea of staying only one year ‘but 
fall in love with the country and re- 
main to become permanent residents 
of the new state.

tack on the Conservative party, 
which controls the federal gov- 
ernment, by the Social Credit 
party, in power isthe province. 
They believe also the move may 
constitute an attempt to force 
the federal government to revise 
its general policy of prohibiting 
the export of power to the United 

States. 

The federal government is re- 
luctant to proceed until the pro- 
vincial government acts, since 
British Columbia will bear prin- 
cipal responsibility for the Ca- 
nadian phase of the undertaking. 
Finance Minister Donald Flem- 
ing was scheduled to confer with 
provincial officials this week in 
an effort to clear the air. The 
Diefenbaker government is deep- 
ly committed to implementing 
the treaty, and a government 
spokesman told the Post-Dispatch 
he is confident it will be ratified 
by next summer at the latest. 

THE PRINCIPLE embodied in 
the treaty is a simple one, It is 
that the river should be treated 
as a unit for purposes of devel- 
opment without regard to inter- 
national boundary lines. Follow- 
| ing this concept, the agreement 
| provides for creating storage 
capacity on the undeveloped up- 
per section of the river where 
the best sites are situated. 

Canada is to construct three 
storage dams for this purpose at 
an estimated cost of $345,000,000. 
To be built within nine years, 
they would store 15,500,000 acre- 
feet of water. Water is to be 
released from the reservoirs so 
as to provide a steady flow down- 
stream in the United States, 
avoiding both floods and low- 
water conditions. 

By releasing water in low-wa- 
ter periods in e@utumn, winter 
and early spring, the effective 
flow through the extensive sys- 
tem of hydroelectric generators

8. Avoid high speeds and save your tires. 
Every extra mile your tires last is money in 
your pocket. High speeds increase wear dras- 
tically—by as much as 80% over normal 


wear — So it pays to go easy. 


9. Rotate tires every 5,000 miles. Your tires 
will last longer because they will all wear 
evenly, and at the same rate. Note: See your 
Shell dealer for a set of valve caps; they will 
prevent air from getting out and dirt from 
getting in around the tire valve. 


10. Check wheel alignment and balance. 


The shock of hitting curbs or dropping into 
deep holes can cause misalignment. 


This literally drags the wheel at an angle 
to the line of travel.

11. Save your battery with 11¢ worth of 
baking soda, Dirt and corrosion can actually 
cause current leaks—and can shorten your 
battery’s life by many months. If corrosion is 
visible, wash the battery off with a solution 
of baking soda and water. Use a wire brush 
if necessary. Then rinse thoroughly with 
warm water.

Grease can also eventually pound out, leav- 
ing the parts unprotected.

14. Have your car’s cooling system checked 
twice a year.

17. Use these tips to help your car stay 
new looking longer. A good coat of polish 
provides a film that protects your car's finish.

Some new car finishes need only @ good 
washing to keep them bright, but others re- 
quire waxing.

18. Protect chrome against rust invasion. 
Chrome, itself, can’t rust. But it actually has 
millions of tiny holes which can let the 
moisture right through to the metal beneath. 
Dirt invites this invasion, soclean the chrome 
thoroughly’ and frequently, and wax it for 
further protection. 


19. “Bandage” minor scratches in your 
car’s finish. Small scratches in the finish 
expose bare metal which can rust, Until you 
can have the scratches refinished, keep rust 
from forming with a coat of touch-up paint 
or even a strip of cellulose tape on the 
scratches. Use clear nail polish on scratches 


in the chrome. 


20. Pamper carpets and upholstery.

HEAT PUMP _ON.A WALL: Something new and econom-* 


ical in the way of central home air conditioning—and also 
mild weather heating—is a heat pump designed to be at- 
tached directly to the outside wall of a home. The unit is 
six feet high, two feet wide, only one foot deep. Rated at 
1800 BTU’s, it will serve a house with 1000 square feet of 
area; two units can be used in larger homes. The pump takes 
heat out of the air inside the home and transférs it outside 
in summer; in winter, it reverses to extract heat even from 
cold outside air and bring it inside. The wall-mounting cuts 
installation costs. In some homes, a unit completely installed 
may run as low as $500. 


NEWS IN FLOORING: Makers of vinyl and other resil- 
fent flooring have been pretty consistent in making news with 
new designs and styles. Now wood flooring makes news, 
with new thin laminated types that can be mastic-bonded on 


any dry subfloor, reducing both labor and material costs. 


Among the new developments: Flexible oak parquet tiles, 
only one-eighth of an inch thick, that can be scribed, cut, and 
adhesive-installed like resilient tiles yet look and wear like 
standard oak. There’s also a new dark-shaded laminated oak 
block flooring for mastic installation on concrete or plywood 
subfloors. Each 9 by 9 inch block is one-half inch thick, has 
tongue and groove edges, and is completely prefinished. 


PORTABLE INTERCOM: Here's convenience—a pair of 
portable, completely self-contained inter-communication units. 
They weigh less than two and one-half pounds, use no sep- 
erate wiring, can be plugged into electrical outlets anywhere 
60 you can taik to any room in the house, and to the base- 
ment, garage and out to the patio, switching the units around 
wherever you need them. In addition, you can take one with 
you when you go to the neighbors and keep in constant touch 


with the youngsters at home. The intercoms work between 


homes on the same power circuit.

SPRING IS TIME for me.to 
bone up on my tornado etiquette 
again. As a St. Louisan by adop- 
tion, I have not been conditioned 
since childhood in the mannerly 
contempt with which citizens 


here regard this terrifying phe- 
nomenon. As continuous weather 
reports record the monster’s ap- 
proach, I feel just like the com- 
manding officer of an aircraft 
carrief felt when kamikazes 
were released in the area. 


My tirst experience was a 
violent nocturnal storm accom- 
panied by solid sheets of rain. 
Trees writhed in death agonies, 
then came crashing down across 
houses. Giant

inches, and in the light of the 
vivid flashes of lightning I 
watched the sidewalk slabs being 
ripped up by tree roots. 

After five minutes I shook my 
husband awake. The vibrating 
thunder which tore at my ear- 
drums had merely lulled him to 
heavier slumber. 


I made the mistake of being 
dramatic. “This is it. Don’t you 
think we ought to go to the 
basement?”’ 

“You may go to the basement 
if you wish,” he answered 
courteously.

I excuse my cowardice now by 
saying that I just wasn’t born 
here either. Inwardly, I have a 
great sympathy for the young 
woman who made her family 
move to California after the 1959 
tornado because she much pre- 
ferred earthquakes. She wasn’t 
born here either. 


In the dawn after the 1959 
tornado, in the hard-hit Mary- 
land-Taylor area one household- 
er inquired of another, ‘What 
did it do to you?” 


“Well,” responded the other, 
“our feelings were pretty badly 
hurt.” 

Such whalebone upper lips re- 
quire conditioning from earliest 
childhood. A St. Louis matron 
who was a convent school pupil 
during the 1927 tornado re- 
ported: 

“The light got funny, green- 
ish, then dark. Big black things 
like huge bats began to fly 
through the air and we rushed 
to the window to look. We 
weren't frightened. The nun 
told us it was a storm come to 
punish us because we'd been dis- 
obedient. So we must sit down 
and go on with our sewing. We 

our embroidery outline 
stitch all through the tornado.” 

Her brother said that he spent 
that tornado in*the corridor of 
St. Louis University High School 
where he was a student. Though

on his knees by fiat, he was 
equally stylized. 


“I felt I should rise above 
a tornado, so I tried to look 
composed. Why? Well, be- 
cause one does, you know. 

“What I really thought was 
how ridiculously one of my 
friends was behaving. All he 
could do was say Hail Mary, 
Hail Mary, over and over 
again without the rest of the 
prayer. I did my best to ig- 
nore him.” . 


Brother and sister had been 
raised to feel that a Missouri 
windstorm was a private spec- 
tacle Nature put on for their 
special amusement. Far from 
diving under the bed on these 
occasions, their mother had en- 
couraged them to “‘Come to the 
window and look at the exciting 

‘Mother and I gave a dinner 
party in the country last fall 
when tornado warnings were 
out,” said the same matron. 
“Two thirds of the guests ar- 
rived on the dot. They felt it was 
quite windy and bad, but of 
course they’d come. One couple 
telephoned from town to say 
they thought they'd stay home. 
The rest of us were surprised 
and shocked. There are people, 
of course, who stay in bed with 
a stubbed toe, but I didn’t think 
it would be anybody I'd know.” 

An attractive career woman, 
when queried about tornados, re- 
ported that she had slept through 
the last one. 

“I did wake up for a moment, 
but I said to myself, ‘Let the 
rains fall and the heavens open, 
I’m going to stay in bed.’” 

This same attitude I'd found 
in an R.A.F. officer on leave in 
London during the blitz. He had 
rented a luxurious hotel room 
at a cut rate because it was on 
the top floor. Refusing to leave 
his creature comforts, he 
snoozed peacefully through the 
bombing. 

Again, for both of them, a 
matter of conditioning. The of- 
ficer had had four years of Hit- 
ler’s Luftwaffe, the career girl 
had had the 1927 tornado and its 
little brothers. 

“During the 1927 tornado I 
was lunching at the Chase Ho- 
tel,” she reminisced, “when a 
window blew open and suddenly 
a buge electric fan missed my 
head by an inch. I went right 
on eating.” 

Another St. Louisan recounts 
being in a downtown depart- 
ment store as a small girl dur- 
ing the 1927 blow. She and her 
mother emerged from the un- 
touched emporium and inno- 
cently boarded a west-bound bus 
for home. Frightened by the de- 
struction they saw en route, they 
got off halfway out and went to 
check on the safety of the little 
girl’s grandmother.

a two-way finesse to take against 
a missing queen, he usually 
postpones his decision until he 
accumulates the maximum 
amount of information about the 
defenders’ cards. 


Here is a hand where South 
is faced from the beginning 
with the question of which oap- 
ponent was dealt the queen of 
diamonds. West leads the A-K 
of spades and continues with a 
spade which East ruffe and de- 
clarer overruffs. 

Since South must necessarily 
lose a trick to th ace of hearts, 
his entire comes is to avoid 
losing a diamond trick. 

At trick four South leads the 
jack of hearts, which holds the 
trick, East showing out. Another 
heart lead is won by the ace, 
and West exits with a heart. 

By this time declarer knows 
a great deal about West's hand. 
West started with exactly six 
spades and three hearts. With 
nine of West's cards accounted 
for, it is incumbent upon South 
to learn what he can about 
West's four other cards. 

This he does by cashing the 
A-K-O of clubs. Fortunately, 
West follows to all three clubs. 
The problem of which way to 
finesse in diamonds is thus com- 
pletely solved 

Declarer leads a low diamond 
to the king, West following suit. 
Every card in West's hand is 
now accounted for. He started 
with six spades, three hearts, 
three clubs, and one diamond. 

A diamond is led from dum- 
my and the ten is finessed with
